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Failed pain clinic wants to be ‘Suboxone

On November 17 , 
the Irvine City Council 
denied a request for a 
privilege license for a 
man from Mt. Sterling 
to open a pain clinic on 
River Drive. Many local 
residents attended the 
meeting to let the council 
know they didn’t want it. 

Monday the council 
received a request to open 
a Suboxone/rehab clinic 
in the same location. 

Jerry Burnham, the 
man who first requested 
a license to open a pain 
clinic, was on the agen¬ 
da for the meeting, but 


Nina Dunaway asked to 
be heard instead, stating 
she represented him. 

Dunaway explained 
that after attending the 
meeting with a large 
crowd who spoke against 
allowing a pain clinic to 
open in Irvine, they had 
changed their minds and 
decided to instead open 
a treatment clinic where 
opiate addicts could 
get a prescription for 
Suboxone™, a drug used 
to treat opiate addiction. 

She explained that 
there would be doctors 
and nurses available to 
patients and the clinic 
would accept insurance. 

“Patients would come 


into the office and receive 
Suboxone which would be 
placed under the tongue 
and a nurse would talk to 
them about their addic¬ 
tion,” Dunaway said. “If 
they wanted or need it, 
we would refer them to a 
rehab facility.” 

Mayor Ernest Farmer 
said he didn’t mean to be 
rude but a new privilege 
license application hadn’t 
been submitted to city 
hall for approval. 

“Mr. Burnham has to 
fill out a new applica¬ 
tion for a privilege license 
and we don’t have that,” 
Farmer said. 

City Clerk Robin Sewell 
said that Burnham had 


picked up an application 
but hadn’t returned it. 

Dunaway explained 
that she didn’t know 
that a new application 
had to be submitted and 
that she was considering 
opening the business in 
her name. 

City Attorney Rodney 
Davis said that whoever 
owned the building or 
leased the building was 
the one who has to obtain 
a privilege license to run 
a business in it. 

Councilwoman Nelle 
Williams asked Dunaway 
about the success of treat¬ 
ment with Suboxone. 

“How long do they stay 
on it and how do you 


get them off of it?” she 
asked. 

Dunaway said it usu¬ 
ally took about 18 months 
and patients would be 
taken off Suboxone in a 
“step-down” fashion. She 
said patients would have 
to return to the clinic 
frequently to check their 
progress. 

At first she said the 
visits to the clinic would 
be monthly then she said 
every two weeks. 

“How do you know they 
will come back?” asked 
Councilwoman Janice 
Bush. 

“How many of these 
clinics are there?” asked 
Williams. 
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Dunaway said she 
only knew of two such 
clinics close to Irvine 
and Williams told her 
that according to some 
research she had done 
there were many more. 

Farmer finally told 
Dunaway she would have 
to pick up an application 
for a privilege license and 
bring it back and then 
it would come before the 
council for a vote. 

The pain clinic privi¬ 
lege license was denied 
because the council dis¬ 
covered that he had 
opened his business 
prior to approval by the

2012 election important for country and county

This year is an important election year for the 
United States. Voters will be asked to either re-elect 
the current president or choose a new one. There are 
also some state and local races. 

Locally only five county offices will be up for 
grabs. One of them is the commonwealth attorney, 
who serves Lee, Estill and Powell counties. Heather 
Combs holds the position currently. 

Estill will also elect a new circuit clerk as the cur¬ 
rent clerk, Charlene Baker, plans to retire. As of 
Monday only one person who passed the state test for 
circuit clerks has filed. She is Republican Stephanie 
Brinegar. One other person passed the test. 

Both the circuit clerk and commonwealth attorney 
are six year terms. 

Three seats on the Estill County Board of Education 
will also be on the ballot. They are district one held by 
Rick Napier, which includes Barnes Mountain, South 
Irvine and Red Lick; district two, held by Patti Hood, 
includes Estill Springs, Courthouse and White Oak; 
and district four covering Forks and Cedar Grove, 
held by Jami Price. Nobody has filed for these seats 
as of Monday. 

The cities of Irvine and Ravenna will each elect new 
boards of council. 


Estill County voters will also help to elect a U. S 
congressman, the position currently held by Ben 
Chandler. 

As of Monday the only person who had filed for this 
seat is Randolph S. Vance of Lexington who is listed 
as a "write-in." 

Potential candidates have until Jan. 31. Those wish¬ 
ing to run for Ravenna City Council have until August 
as it is a non-partisan race. 

Qualifications as listed on the Kentucky Secretary 
of State website: 

•President, vice president- Candidates must be at 
least 35 years old, a natural born citizen and lived in 
the United States for at least 14 years. 

•U. S. House- Candidates must be 25 years old, a U. 
S. citizen for nine years and an inhabitant of the state 
he/she will represent. 

•Commonwealth Attorney-Candidates must be at 
least 24 years old at the time of election, a citizen of 
Kentucky residing in the state for two years, one year 
preceding their election in the county and district in 
which they are candidates and be licensed to practice 
law for four years. 

•Circuit Court Clerk-Candidates must be 21 years 
old, a citizen of Kentucky who has resided in the state 
for two years with one year in the county and district 
in which he/she is a candidate for one year preceding 
the election and that he/she is qualified for the office 


for which he/she is a candidate. Candidates must 
receive a passing grade of 70 percent or more on a 
written examination prepared and administered by 
the Administrative Office of the Courts. 

•City Council-Candidates must be at least 21 years 
old, a resident of the city for one year, a qualified voter 
in the city and must reside in the city throughout his/ 
her term of office. 

•School Board Members-Candidates must be 24 
years old, a citizen of Kentucky for at least three 
years preceding the election, a voter in the district for 
which he or she is elected, completed at least the 12th 
grade or has been issued a GED certificate, received a 
high school diploma in the external diploma program 
and files an affidavit certifying completion of the 
12th grade or the equivalent with his/her nominating 
petition. The candidate may not hold a state office 
requiring a constitutional oath or be a member of the 
general assembly, nor may he/she hold or discharge 
the duties of any civil or political office, deputyship or 
agency under the city or county of his/her residence, 
nor at the time of election be directly or indirectly 
interested in the sale of services, supplies or equip¬ 
ment purchased with school funds nor has been 
removed from a school board for cause, nor has a rela¬ 
tive employed by the school district.

prior to approval by 
the council. 

In other business, 
Farmer had some good 
news for the council. 

“The new wastewater 
treatment plant is nearly 
finished,” Farmer said. 
“Bee (Williams of Irvine 
Municipal Utilities) 
wants to have an open 
house and ribbon cutting 
in June.” 

Farmer also said that 
the contractors had 
asked for 180 more 
days to make up for bad 
weather, but they were 
making good progress 
and should be finished 
by June. 

This is a project that 
has been in the works for 
several years. The county 
and the city will merge 
their sewer plants into 
one to serve the E still 
County Water District's 
sewer customers as well 
as IMU's customers in 
the future. 

Davis presented the 
first reading of a street 


address ordinance in 
which all residents will 
be required to display 
their assigned house 
numbers prominently so 
that emergency person¬ 
nel can find them when 
they need to. 

“Non-compliance 
notices will be mailed 
to the address at which 
they get their tax bills. 
The penalty for non-com¬ 
pliance is from $250 to 
$500 and 90 to 180 days 
in jail,” Davis said. 

The council approved 
the first reading. 

Sewell said she will be 
mailing notices to prop¬ 
erty owners who haven't 
paid their 2011 taxes. 

“There are 158 bills 
that haven't been paid,” 
she said. “I am working 
on a letter to be sent in 
February.” 

She also told the 
council she has applied 
for three grants. One 
is for trash cans and 
recycle bins for the park. 
She said she applied

to Lowe's for a $25,000 
grant for playground 
equipment and she 
should hear from it this 
month. 

The other grant was 
for a farmers' market 
and recycle bins for the 
Mushroom Festival.

privilege license requests 
from Farris Marcum to 
open a garage in the 
old Somerset Oil loca¬ 
tion.

Farmer said that this 
year marks the city's 
200th anniversary and 
he would like the council 
to consider ways to com¬ 
memorate it. 

“We can do some¬ 
thing along with the 
Mushroom Festival.

Farmer said. 

The council then went 
into executive session to 
discuss pending litiga¬ 
tion. 

Sewell said they 
returned to open session 
and no action was taken.

Board member 
Jon Bicknell told 
Superintended Bert 
Hensley and other mem¬ 
bers of the board that 
had arrived for last 


Thursday's special ses¬ 
sion that he only received 
his notice and agenda 
packet that day at about 
10 a.m. 

Another board mem¬ 
ber, Charlie Bill Muncie, 
stated he didn't receive 
his at all. 

Bicknell gathered up 
his packet, told the board 
that it was an illegal 
meeting and left. 

The remaining mem¬ 
bers made up the needed 
quorum, but Hensley said

County attorney succeeds 
collecting cold checks 


The Cold Check Prosecution Program 
through the office of Estill County 
Attorney Rodney Davis, Assistant 
County Attorney Bradley Fletcher, and 
Paralegal Specialist Becky Werner, 
reports a very successful 2011. The 
program recovered 163 cold checks for 
a total of $31,678.04 for County mer¬ 
chants. In addition, it also recovered 
$6,825 in fees paid directly to the mer¬ 
chants for their trouble. That is a total 
of $38,503.04 in cash returned to Estill 
County merchants as compensation for 
stolen merchandise and time through 
the program. 

These numbers reflect the continued 
dedication and hard work of the county 
attorney's office to the collection of cold 
checks. The program had one of its most 
successful years ever in 2010 and in 
2011, the program surpassed expecta¬ 
tions by collecting 64 more checks and 
$9,273.53 more for merchants than it 
had in 2010. 

The advent of new payoff plans avail¬ 
able to defendants with no prior record 
of cold checks has increased the pro¬ 
gram's collection rate and simultane¬ 


ously decreased the number of cases 
that wind up in court. The cold check 
program would like to remind mer¬ 
chants to carefully consider from whom 
they take checks. 

It is very important that merchants 
scrupulously collect personal informa¬ 
tion, such as phone numbers, correct 
addresses, correct names, driver's license 
numbers and birth date, on every 
single check they receive. Merchants 
should read through the obituaries in 
the newspaper every week and take 
note of the names. 

Occasionally, a person's check book is 
stolen after they have passed away - 
know the names and do not accept those 
checks. It is also important not to accept 
third party checks as they are difficult 
to prosecute. Protect yourself and your 
business by training your employees to 
do these things also. 

The Cold Check Prosecution Program 
through Davis' office has many resourc¬ 
es and much information regarding 
cold check prevention and collection.

McNay pays tribute to Galbraith, 
the 'last free man in America' 


Death of The Last Free 
Man in America 
by Don McNay 

I’m mourning the 
loss, at age 64, of my 
friend, author and fre¬ 
quent Kentucky politi¬ 
cal candidate Gatewood 
Galbraith. 

Anyone who wants to 
be a best-selling author 
needed to spend time 
around Gatewood. 

He had the knack for 
understanding his audi¬ 
ence that few others had. 

My first book fair 
event ever was the 
2006 Kentucky Book 
Fair. When I walked 
into the arena, I found 
they had me sharing a 
table with Gatewood, 
who was promoting his 
excellent autobiography, 
The Last Free Man in 
America. 

I was horrified that I 
was perched next to a 
perennial gubernatorial 
candidate who advocated 
the legalization of mari¬ 
juana and known to take 
a toke or two on his own. 

Being with him turned 
out to be the best thing 
that ever happened in 
my book career. 

The day launched an 
unusual friendship. 

I had poked fun 
at Galbraith in the 
book I was selling, The 
Unbridled World of Ernie 
Fletcher. I confessed 
my sin to Gatewood 
who laughed and said, 
“Donnie, it’s not the first 
time someone has poked 
fun at me.” 

Being perched next 
to Gatewood for eight 
hours was like getting 
a PHD in book market¬ 
ing. 

Gatewood took me 
under his wing. He had 
been to hundreds of book 
events and passed along 
his wisdom. 

Wisdom that I never 
forgot. 

He talked with me 
about how to dress. He 
said to always wear

Rockport’s shoes with 
hard soles and heavy 
socks. It made it easier 
to stand in place all 
day. If you see me 
at a book event, you 
will note that I follow 
Gatewood’s advice to 
this day. Rather than 
sitting behind the table, 
Gatewood convinced me 
that I needed to stand on 
my feet the entire time, 
be outgoing and friendly, 
and look every potential 
customer in the eye. 

He suggested wearing 
a big hat, like he did, to 
draw attention. I don’t 
like hats but decided 
that a conservative busi¬ 
ness suit was more up 
my alley and would draw 
attention in a crowded 
book fair. 

Whatever we were 
doing worked. At the 
end of the day, we were 
two of the biggest selling 
authors at the book fair. 
He sold more than me 
but I think he sold more 
than anyone. 

The next year, 2007, 
when my Son of a Son 
of a Gambler book came 
out, Gatewood, Ken¬ 
tucky State Treasurer 
(and current Huffington 
Post contributor) Jon¬ 
athan Miller and I 
teamed up for a three 
person, statewide, 
Kentucky book tour. 

We traveled from 
Prestonsburg to Paducah 


and signed books at 
numerous political ral¬ 
lies. 

We had fun and it was 
fascinating to be with 
Gatewood on a daily 
basis. He also connected 
with people from every 
part of society. Working 
people were his natu¬ 
ral base but he could 
hang with the high and 
mighty. Everyone loved 
him. 

Everyone knew him 
too. I owned a political 
consulting company in 
the early 1990’s and we 
did polling for local and 
statewide candidates. 
Gatewood was running 
for something and had 
100% name recognition 
in Lexington, Kentucky. 
George Bush, the presi¬ 
dent, had 99 percent and 
the sitting Governor, 
Wallace Wilkinson, was 
at 98 percent. 

The key to his person¬ 
ality was that he never 
took himself too serious¬ 
ly. Issues were serious 
but Gatewood was not. 

That’s not to say he 
wasn’t practical. I was 
in the car behind him 
at a broken stop light 
in Somerset. I sat for 
twenty minutes, waiting 
for him to make his turn. 
Finally, I drove around 
him and he followed me 
into a parking lot. 

I yelled over, “the last 
free man in America 
would have run that 
red light.” Gatewood 
responded, “The last free 
man in America did not 
want to give the police 
a chance to search the 
back of my car.” 

Galbreath was ignored 
or laughed off by better 
funded candidates and 
usually by the main¬ 
stream media. 

Being with him on a 
regular basis, I realized 
how many great ideas 
he had. Gatewood had a 
strong populist message 
that was blown off by 
those who stereotyped 
him, “the pro pot candi¬ 


date.” 

He had many views 
held by both Occupy 
Wall Street and the tea 
party, long before either 
movement came along. 
His brand of populism 
might have caught on 
if he had been a slicker, 
better funded, campaign¬ 
er. He chose to remain 
true to himself and his 
core values. 

Gatewood ran his last 
campaign in 2011, as an 
independent, running for 
Kentucky’s Governor. He 
got about nine percent 
of the vote. His views on 
issues like outlawing 
Mountaintop Coal 
Removal differed from 
the Republican and 
Democratic standard 
bearers and kept the 
issue in the forefront of 
the media. 

He impacted the politi¬ 
cal agenda, even when 
that wasn’t his intent. 

I was recently putting 
together a list of people 
to invite to my wedding 
and Gatewood was on 
A list. When my fiance’ 
asked about him, I said, 
“you can’t have a party 
unless Gatewood’s there.” 

I’m sure Gatewood has 
a party rocking in heav¬ 
en right now. I hope that 
his legacy of pushing 
ideas and issues deemed 
“too controversial” will 
live on. 

History will prove that 
he was a man ahead of 
his time. And a great 
guy to spend time with. 

It’s hard to ask for a 
better life than that.

200 bills filed in 
state legislature

The convening of the 2012 regular session of the 
Kentucky General Assembly last week marked the 
beginning of my work in Frankfort this year. More 
than 200 bills have already been filed, and we’ll 
likely consider more than 1,000 proposals before the 
end of the 60 day session in mid-April. 

One of the first items we’ll take up is redistrict¬ 
ing. We look at district lines every 10 years and 
make needed adjustments for population changes 
identified by the most recent census. While all leg¬ 
islators are deeply concerned with how districts are 
drawn, you can rest assured that meeting the needs 
of our constituents is our main concern. Our goal 
will always be to make sure this and every district 
is balanced and reasonable. We hope to accomplish 
this quickly prior to the filing deadline 

The biggest priority in this session will be deter¬ 
mining the state’s new biennial budget. The past 
couple of budgets have been difficult to write, but 
this may prove to be the toughest one we’ve had in a 
long time. Even though recent revenues are slightly 
higher than expected, we’re dealing with increased 
cost and the loss of federal stimulus dollars. Some 
budget analysts say we’re facing a $337 million defi¬ 
cit. Given our past cuts, those dollars will be hard 
to account for. 

We’ll also consider many other issues of concern 
to all of you, including education, Medicaid, and 
substance abuse. In every bill I vote on, I keep your 
needs and desires in mind. I don’t take the respon¬ 
sibility and privilege of being your representative 
in Frankfort lightly. I hope you follow the work in 
Frankfort, and let me know what you’d like to see 
happen. There are many ways to stay informed and 
in touch.

Estill County FFA participates in 
Bluegrass Region Land Judging contest 


The Estill County FFA Land Judging 
Team participated in the very com¬ 
petitive Bluegrass Region Land Judging 
contest in the fall, held in Franklin 
County The team placed second in 
the competition, beating longtime rival 
Madison Central, to earn an opportu¬ 
nity to compete in the State Contest 
in Hardinsburg. This marks the first 
time the local FFA chapter has ever 
had a team enter the state land judg¬ 
ing competition. Following the contest, 
the team visited the State Capitol area 


and went to the Vietnam War Memorial, 
a unique sundial honoring each of the 
fallen soldiers from our state. 

Land judging requires students to 
analyze soil and land characteristics of 
various sites to determine the capabil¬ 
ity for use. Team members calculate 
slope, read the soil profile and consider 
environmental factors of the site for 
evaluation, as well as make recommen¬ 
dations for use and management of the 
land area. 


Estill County FFA members attended the 
North American International Livestock 
Expo (NAILE) and Rodeo in Louisville. 


The event serves as both an educa¬ 
tional opportunity and a reward for 
participation in chapter events through¬ 
out the summer and fall semester.

Still playing the waiting game ... 


Hello! I hope the New 
Year is being good to every¬ 
one and that you’re sticking 
to all those resolutions. The 
weather is certainly being 
kind to us with its unseason¬ 
able warmth. 

I thought I’d better write 
an update column about our 
little Clay as several people 
have asked about him. 

Clay’s been doing well. He is wide- 
eyed and alert for hours at a time now, 
and he’s got the cutest grin. Sometimes 
he’s all smiles but other times he’ll stare 
intently at a person or object like he’s 
trying hard to figure them out. He’s 
usually a pretty happy camper unless 
he needs a diaper or trach change. 

Clay has actually been well enough 
to come home for a while now, but there 
is a lot of red tape involved in bringing 
home a baby on a ventilator. The insur¬ 
ance company had to approve the home 
vent before it could be ordered, and they 
needed to do a home inspection first. 
Some of the process was slowed by the 
holiday break when many folks were off 
work. 

Lots of coordination is happening to 
arrange follow-up care by respiratory 
specialists, physical therapy, speech 
therapy (to treat oral aversion), and 
basic home health care. 

We will have to learn to be nurses 
too, as well as mamas and papas and 
nanas and pappies. Hannah and Eric 
are already getting lots of practice in 
the hospital, but they will need plenty 
of help, and who better to do that than 
Nana and Pappy? 

I’m a bit intimidated by this task, I’ll 
have to admit. We know very well that 
being responsible for Clay’s round-the- 
clock care is going to be a big change 
and a challenge. We’re so accustomed 
to the nurses being there to care for 
him when Hannah and Eric can’t do so 
themselves. 

The trache tube has to be suctioned 


and changed regularly and 
medicines given through his 
feeding tube. We have to 
pay particular attention to 
Clay’s feeding tube, to make 
sure that he doesn’t pull it 
out and flood his lungs with 
milk. That’s a scary thought. 

When the home vent 
comes in any day now, we’ll 
be trained in how to operate 
and maintain it. 

There have been lots of details to work 
out at home too, in preparing for Clay’s 
homecoming. A back-up heat source 
had to be installed, and an extra source 
of power will be wired in, in case the 
electricity were to go off. 

We’ve been cleaning and sanitizing 
thoroughly to reduce the risk of Clay 
catching a bug. Even the car has gotten 
a good scrubbing. 

Babies with CDH are vulnerable to 
respiratory infections, so quarantine 
during cold and flu season is recom¬ 
mended by the doctors. Everyone who 
will be caring for him at home has been 
cautioned to get a flu shot. 

These are challenging times, but excit¬ 
ing times too, as we anticipate bringing 
the baby home. It will no doubt be a 
big adjustment for Clay, just being in a 
different environment. He may actually 
miss the frequent beeping of the baby 
monitors that are constantly going off 
in the NICU. 

I’m sure he’ll miss all those who’ve 
been caring for him these past two 
months too. I know we will! UK hospi¬ 
tal has definitely come to feel like home 
to us. 

I apologize if I’ve given too many 
details, but the bottom line is, Clay is 
doing well, as his parents are preparing 
to bring him home very soon. Visitors 
will have to be limited for a while, but 
the little family can sure use all the 
thoughts and prayers anyone cares to 
direct their way.
